Union Committee of the State for a State Convention to meet 
December 19th, 1864, at the Stat© Capitol ; and the call of the 
same Committee for a postponed meeting of the same Conven- 
tion, to meet January 8, 1865, said postponement being ren- 
dered necessaiy in consequence of the siege of KaahvOle by 
the Bebel army ; the Alterations and Amendments to the State 
Constitution, proposed to the people of Tennessee by that 
Convention, with the accompanying resolutions of that body ; 
the Proclamation of Governor Johnson authorizing the open- 
ing of the polls throughout the State for the ratification or re- 
jection of said Amendments and Alterations to the Constitution ; 
and the final Proclamation of Governor Johnson, declaring said 
Amendments and alterations to be legally adopted as a part of 
the Constitution by formal ratification of the loyal voters of the 
State.

The Convention met and proposed the following alterations 
and amendmente to the State Constitution : 

PROPOSED ALTERATIONS AND AMENDMENTS TO 
THE CONSTITUTION. 

Wheebas, The first Article and the first Section of the 
Declaration of Eights in the Constitution of the State of Ten- 
nessee declares, "That all power is inherent in the people, and 
all free governments are founded on their authority, and insti- 
tuted for their peace, safety and happiness ; and for the ad- 
vancement of these ends they have at all times an inalienable 
and indefeasible right to alter, reform or abolish the govern- 
ment in such manner as they may think proper," We, the peo- 
ple of the State of Tennessee, and of the United States of 
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America, in Conventioii assembled, do proponnd the following 
alterfttionB and amendments to the Constitution, which, when 
ratified by the sovereign loyal people, shall be, and constitute 
a part of the permanent Constitution of the State of Tennessee. 

PROPOSED ALTERATIONS AND AMENDMENTS. 
' ARTICLE I. 

Section 1. That slavery and involuntary servitude, except as 
a punishment for crime, whereof the party shall have been duly 
convicted, are herereby forever abolished and prohibited 
throughout the State. 

Sec. 2. The Ledslature shall make no law recognizing the 
right of property m man. 

SCHEDULE. 

Section 1. Section 31 of the second Article of the Constitu- 
tion, which is as follows, " The General Assembly shall have 
no power to pass laws for the emancipation of slaves, withont 
the consent of their owner or owners," is hereby abrogated. 

Sec. 2. " The Declaration of Independence and Ordinance 
dissolving the Federal relations between the State of Tennes- 
see and the United States of America," passed and promul- 
gated by the Le^slature of Tennessee on the 6th day of May, 
1861, by which the State was declared separated from the 
Federal Union, and all laws and ordinances by which Tennes- 
see became a member of the Federal Union, annulled and 
abrogated, was in like manner an act of treason and usurpation, 
unconstitutional, null and void. 

Sbc. 3. The Convention, Agreement and Military League, 
entered into \>y_ the Commlaaioners of the State of Tennessee 
and the Commissioners of the so-called Confederate States of 
America, made May 7, 1861, and on the same day ratified and 
confirmed by the Legislature, wag an act of treason and usurpa- 
tion, unconstitutional, null and void. 

Sbo. 4. No statute of limitations shall be held to operate 
fiM}m and after the 6th day of May, 1861, until such time here- 
after as the Legislature may prescribe, nor shall any writ of 
error be refused, or abated in any cause, or suit decided since 
the 6th day of May, 1861, and prior to this time, by reason of 
any lapse of time. And in all actions for torts brought, or 
which may hereafter be brought in the courts in this State by 
attachment levied upon the property of the defendant, the 
court shall have power to proceed to judgment and collection 
of the aam^t ^ upon contracts, without personal service of 
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proce^ npon the defendant, until the LejE^elatore may see fit 
to change the law in such cases. 

Bec. o. All laws, ordinances, and reeolDtions, as well as all 
acts done in pnreaance thereof, ander the authority of the 
usurped State government eiter the declared independence of 
the State of Tennessee, on or after the 6th day of May, 1861, 
were nnconatitutional, nuil and void ftom the beginning ; Pro- 
vided, That this section shall not be constmed as to acect any 
indicial decisions made hy the State Courts held at dmea difier- 
ine from those provided by law prior to May 6th, 1861; said 
judicial decisions being made pursuant to the laws of the State 
of Tennessee enacted previous to said date, and between par- 
ties present in Court and litigating their rights. 

Sec. 6. AU laws, ordinances, ana reeolutions of the usurped 
State government, passed on or after the 6th day of May, 1861, 
providing for the issuance of State bonds, also ^11 notes of the 
Bank of Tennessee, or any of its branches, issued on or after 
the 6th day of Hay, 1861, and all debts created or contracted 
in the name of the State by said authority, are unconstituUonal, 
null and void ; and no Legislature shall hereafter have power 
to pass any act authorizing the payment of said bonds or debts, 
or providing for the rederajption of said notes. 

Sec. 7. All civil and mihtary officers which have been or may 
hereafter be appointed by the acting Governor of the State, are 
hereby ratified and affirmed, and wey shaU continue to hold 
and exercise the lunctions of their respective offices until their 
successors shall be elected or appointed, and qnaUiied as pre- 
scribed by the laws and Constitution of the Stote and United 
States. 

Seo. Si That the proposed amendments to the Constitution, 
and the schedule thereto, be submitted to the people at the 
ballot-box, on the 22d day of February next, and that upon the 
adoption thereof, by the people, an election shall be held on 
the 4th day of March next, for Governor and members of the 
Legislature, the latter to be voted for by general ticket, upon 
the basis prescribed in the act apportioning representation in 
the State, passed on the 19th day of February, 1852, to assem- 
ble at the Capitol on the iBt Monday in April next, said officers 
to continue in office until their successors shall be elected and 
qualified, under the regular biennial election of 1867. 

Ftooided, That said apportionment be so modLfied as to eive 
to the counties of Johnson, Carter, Campbell, Anderson, Union, 
Sevier, Macon, and Hanoock, each one member, and the dis- 
trict composed of the counties of Fentress, Morgan, Scott, and 
Cumberland, ope additional member in the muse of Bepre- 
sentaiives. 
Sec. 9. The qaallfic«tions of voters and the litpitation of the 
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eieotive frwioliifle, may be determined by the G^elleral Aseem- 
bly, wbicb Bhall firet assemble under the amended Constitution. 



RESOLUTIONS. 

Mesebed, That at the election in Februaiy, those in favor of 
the foreroing amendments and schednle, shall deposit a ballot 
on which shall be written " Ratification," and those who are 
opposed shall deposit a ballot, on which shall be written " Re- 
jection." 

Headved, That when the above amendments of the Constitu- 
tion of the State of Tennessee shall be submitted to the pem)Ie 
of the State for their ratification or rejection, and at the first 
election held under said Constitution as amended, if ratified 
by the people, no person shall he permitted to vote unless he 
first take the following oath at the polls ; and the name of each 
voter shall be written upon the hack of his ticket, and it shall 
be the duty of the judges and clerks of said election to preserve 
said ticketB and file them with the clerks of the Conntv Courts 
of their respective Counties for future reference. Provided, 
that this oath shall not be required of the citizens who are well 
known to the judges of the election to have been unconditional 
TJnion men. Provided, also, that voters otherwise qualified may 
vote within any county of the State, and if iu the military ser- 
vice, wherever they may be on the day of election ; and that 
the commanding officer of each regiment, battalion, detach- 
ment, battery, or hospital, is empowered to hold such elections. 

OATH. 

I solemnly swear that I will henceforth support the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, and defend it against the assaults of 
all its enemies ; that I am an active friena of the Government 
of the United States, and the enemy of the so-called Confed- 
erate States ; that I ardently desire the Buppression of the 
present rebellion against the GovernmeDt of the United States ; 
that I sincerely rejoice in the triumph of the armies and navies 
of the United States, and in the defeat and overthrow of the 
armies, navies, and of all armed combinations in the so-called 
Confederate States j that I will cordially oppose all armistices 
or negotiations for peace with Rebels in arms, until the Con- 
stitution of the United States, and all laws and proclamations 
made in pursuance thereof, shall be eBtablished over all the 
people of every State and Territory embraced within the Na- 
tional Union ; and that I will heartily aid and assist the loyal 
people in whatever measures may be adopted for the attain- 
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ment of those ends; and ftirther, that I take this oath freely 
and Tolnntarilj and without mental reservation. So help me 
Qod. 

JResolved, That the retams of this election shall be made to 
the Secretary of State, and the result be declared by the pro- 
clamation of the acting GoTemor. 

Sesolved, That the ConTention do nominate and offer to the 
people a candidate for Governor, and that the delegates from 
the several Senatorial and Representative districts be requested 
to nominate and present to the Convention candidates for their ' 
respective districts, to be placed upon the general Legislative 
ticket. Provided, If the Union people of any district shall 
desire to make another selectton, that they have opportunity 
to do BO. 

Resolved, That it shall be the duty of the Executive Commit- 
tee to fill all vacancies that may occur in the list of candidates 
and officers for holding elections solicited by the Convention. 

Sesolved, That the names of snch as may oe selected shall be 
forwarded to the Chairman at Nashville, on or be&re the 10th 
day of February next, when the Chairman shall publish the 
complete list in the papers of the State. 



GOVERNOR'S PROCLAMATION. 

Whbbeas, At a large and respectable Convention of the 
&ee and loyal people of the State of Tennessee, begun and 
held in the city of Nashville, on the 9th day of Januaiy, 1865, 
certain articles amendatory of the Oonstitution of the State, 
and the Schedule thereto apended, were, with great unanimity, 
adopted and propounded to the people for ratincation or rejec- 
tion, on the 22d of February, 1865 ; and 

"Whbbbas, The Schedule provides, that in the event of the 
ratification of said proposed Constitutional amendments, the 

Zd people of the Btete shall, on the 4th of March next there- 
r, proceed by "general ticket," to elect a Governor and 
members to the General Assembly, to meet in the Capitol in 
Nashville, for the transaction of public business, on the first 
Monday of April, 1865 ; and 

■Whkrbas, The Convention aforesaid, acting in the primary 
and sovereign capacity of the people, prescribed certain rules 
and regulations under which the elections should be conducted, 
and designated, in many of the counties, certain persons to 
open and bold the same, and in others, omitted to name any 
one, which, to avoid confusion, I have, as far as practicable, 
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caased to be BUpplied. And in addition thereto, and for the 
purpose of more effectually carrying oat tiie objects oi the 
Convention, and enabbng the sovereign loyal people of the 
State to express their jm^ment freely and fully on the grave 
question submitted to their decision ; therefore, 

I, Andbbw Johnson, Military Governor of the State of Ten- 
nessee, by yirtue of the power and aathority in me vested, do 
hereby declare that the several persons in the proceedings of 
the Convention named and appointed, to open and hold the 
elections therein provided for, are hereby empowered and 
directed to open and hold said elections in person, in their re- 
spective counties, wherever practicable, and to appoint and 
qualify, if necessary, such judgea and inspectors of elections, 
and other officers, as may be necessary to open the polls, and 
conduct the elections in such other parts of their respective 
counties as the convenience of the people may require ; and to 
make returns to the Secretary of the State, as provided by the 
Third Resolulion of the Convention, as nearly as practicable 
in conformity to the Act of Assembly, in such cases made and 
provided. 

And I do hereby further declare, and fully authorize and 
direct the Executive Committee appointed in each grand divi- 
sion of the State, and referred to in the Fourth and Fifth Re- 
solutions of the proceedings of said Convention, to supply, 
whenever practicable, the places of all such persons as, for any 
cause, may become vacant, in the list of persons hereinbefore 
qualified to bold said elections ; and in such cases, when it is 
not convenient or practicable for vacancies to be filled as above 
provided, any loyal citizen of the county is hereby authorized 
and empowered to open and hold 6aid elections, and make re- 
turns thereof, which shall be as valid as if done by any of the 
persons hereinbefore mentioned. 

I do furthermore authorize and empower the commanding 
officer of each regiment, battallion, detachment, battery, or 
hospital of Tennessee troops, wherever they may be on the day 
of said eleetions, to open and bold elections for their respective 
commands or hospit^, and make due return thereof, under 
the same rules and regulations above prescribed. 

Here I might well close this procfation, but I will be par- 
doned for admng, that the action of the Convention is wisely 
submitted to the loyal people — the true source of all political 
power — for approval ; and I feel assured, as they appreciate the 
restoration of good government, and the protection of their 
lives and property, they vrill not hesitate to come forward, as 
one man, and with one voice, ratify and confirm the action of 
the convention. We have been, in Tennessee, torn asunder by 
civil war, and all oar public and private interests broken down, 
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and the folly of the rebellion has aarely been safficiently de- 

moQBtrated to admonish alt classes that they can no longer live 

in hostility to the National Government, and ought no longer 

to remain without civil aathorit? in the State. Strike down at 

one hlow, the institution of slaveiy — remove the disturbing 

element from your midst, and, by united action, restore the 

8tate to its ancient moorings again, and yon may confidently 

expect the speedy return of peace, happiness and prosperity.

submitted to the people at the ballot-box, on the 22d inst., and 
by them ratified and confirmed ; and, 

Wherbab, The Convention further provided, that in the 
event of the adoption of " the amendments to the Constitution, 
and tiiG Schedule thereto," an election for Governor and mem- 
bers of the Legislature, should be held on the 4th of March 
next following, to assemble at the Capitol in Nashville, on the 
first Monday in April next thereafter; and, 

Wheeras, The returns of the election for the ratification or 
rejecUon of the proposed amendments of the Constitution, 
were, by the 8d resolution adopted by the Convention, to be 
made to the Secretary of State, and the result declared by 
proclamation of the acting Governor ; and, 

Whbrbas, Complete returns have not yet been made as pro- 
vided by the foregoing resolution ; but enough is already ascer- 
tained to place the result of the election beyond all doubt, and 
fully to justify the announcement that the following articles 
amendatory of the Constitution of the State, and Schedule 
thereto appended, have been adopted by the people, viz :

to continue in office until their successors shall be elected and

Amd "Whebbab, The time at which it is provided the election 
for Governor and members of the General Assembly shall be . 
held, is so near at hand, that I deemed it proper In advance of 
iull returns, to declare the resnlt of the election adopting the 
Constitutional Amendments : Therefore, 

I, ANnBBV JoHSSOH, UiUtary and Acting Gxjvemor of the 
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Stftte of Tennesaee, by virtue of the power and authority in me 
vested, do hereby declare, that the foregoing alterations and 
Bmendmentfl to the Conotitntion of the State of Tenneesee, and 
the Schedule thereto annexed, have been ratified and confirmed 
by the vote of the people of the State ; and that said articles 
now constitote a part of the permanent Constitution and su- 
preme law of the Btate of Tennessee, and as snch are hereafter 
to be eo held and regarded by the people thereof. 

And I do hereby ihrther declare and ftilly authorize and di- 
teot, the several pesons in the proceedings of the late Conven- 
tion named and appointed to open and hold the election for 
the ratification or rejection of the amendments to the Consti- 
tution, to open and hold an election for Governor and members 
to the General Assembly, as in the Schedule prescribed, on the 
4th of March next; and they are hereby empowered and di- 
rected to open and hold said election in person, in their re- 
spective counties, wherever practicable, and to appoint and 
qualify, if necessary, such judges and inspectors ot election, 
and other officers, as may be necessary to open the polls and 
conduct the election in such other parts of their respective 
counties, aa the convenience of the people may require ; and 
to make returns to the Secretary of State as provided by the 
8d resolution Of the Convention, as nearly as practicable in 
conformity to the Act of Assembly in such cases made and 
provided. 

And I do hereby further declare, and fully authorize and 
direct the Executive Committee, appointed in each Grand Di- 
vision of the State, and referred to m the 6th resolution of the 
proceedings of said Convention, to supply, whenever practica- 
ble, the places of all snch persons as may for any cause become 
vacant in the list of persons hereinbefore declared qualified to 
hold said election ; and in such cases, when it is not convenient 
or practicable for vacancies to be filled as above provided, any 
loyal citizen of the county is hereby authorized and empow- 
ered to open and hold said election, and make returns thereof 
which shall be as valid as if done by any of the persons herein- 
before mentioned. 

I do further authorize and empower the commanding officer 
of each Regiment, Battalion, Detachment, Battery, or Hospital 
of Tennessee troops wherever they may be on the day of elec- 
tiou, to open and hold an election for their respective com- 
mande, or Hospitals, and make due return thereof under the 
same rules and regulations above prescribed. 

In closing this proclamation, I sincerely congratulate the 
people of Tennessee on the happy result of the election, and 
the opening prospects of a speedy and permanent reor- 
ganization of the State Government. For nearly three years, 
in the midst of dangers and difficulties the most complicated 
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and perplexiiig, I have labored to restore the State to its former 
proud poaition in the Union. My Constant effort has been to 
eave it— not to destroy it ; hut the rebellioaa sentimenta of the 
people often intenoosed obstacles which bad to be overcome by 
mihtary power. The task was painful, hut the duty has been 
performed, and the result has passed into history. Time, I am 
happy to say, has greatly calmed the passions of the people, 
ana experience restored them to reason. The folly of de- 
stroying their government, and sacrificing their sona to gratify 
the ms^ ambition of political leaders, needs no longer to be 
told to the laboring masses. The wasted estates — ruined and 
dilapidated iarma — vacant aeata around the hearthstone — ^pros- 
trate business — insecurity of property, and even life itself^ 
everywhere proclaim it in language not to be misunderstood. 
But all is not lost. A new era dawns upon the people of 
Tennessee. They enter upon a career guided by reason, law, 
order, and reverence. The reign of brute-force and personal 
violence has passed away forever. By their own solemn act, 
at the ballot-box, the shackles have been formally striken from 
the limbs of more than 275,000 slaves in the State. The un- 
just distiDctions in society, fostered by an arrogant aristocracy, 
based upon human bondage, have been overmrown ; and our 
whole social system reconstructed on the baais of honest indus- 
tiy and personal worth. Labor shall now receive its merited 
reward, and honeaty, energy, and enterprise their juet appre- 
ciation. Capital heretofore timid and distruatful of aucceas 
may now confidently seek remnnerative and permanent invest- 
ments in the State. Public Schools and Collegea begin anew 
their work of instruction, upon a broader and more enduring 
basis. The foundations of society, under the change in the 
Constitution, are in harmony with the principles of free gov- 
ernment and the National Union ; and if the people are true 
to themselves — true to the State — and loyal to the Federal 
Government, they will rapidly overcome the calamities of the 
war, and raise the State to a power and grandeur not hereto- 
fore even anticipated. Many of ita vast resources lie undis- 
' covered, and it requires intelligent enterprise and free labor 
alone, to develop them, and clothe the State with a richness 
and beauty aurpaased by none of her sisters.

In accordance iritli long establislied <^foni, and m obedience to 
the requirements of the Constitution, it b'etfonies. my duty to commu- 
nicate to the Legislatare the condition of tBa-^ate, and to recom- 
mend for their consideration such matters aa I'may deem expedient. 

When we contemplate the distracted condi;ioi£-oC-tire country, the 
four dreadful years of trial through which we haTe-!^sB>Bd, and the 
manner in which it has been preserved, onr minds nattarall^ turn to 
Him whose care has been over ns, who has protected aitJU-preserved 
aa through scenes of blood and carnage, unprecedented in->hb'hiB- 
tory of wars. For the preservation of our lives and certa1n;re&i- 
nanla of our property ; for the oare and protection of Providence 
over those who have gone forth to battle, and are still risking their 
lives in defense of the principles upon which our happiness and pro- 
perty rest ; for life, health, food and raiment ; for our safe conduct 
through untold changes, by a kind Providence ; for the prospect of 
the restoration of law and order in our distracted State ; for the 

§leam of light, looking to peace, now breaking through the clouds 
lat have enveloped us for the four years past ; for these and nu- 
merous other blessings of which we have been the recipients, let us, 
in all humility and sincerity, render thanks to Almighty God, and 
let us earnestly implore a continuance of his &vor. 

8ecesdon is an abomiuation that I cannot too strongly condemn, 
and one that you cannot legislate against with too mush severity. — 
What has it done for oar country ia the space of four years ? It 
has plunged our country into civil war, paralyzed our commerce, de- 
stroyed our agricultnral pursuits, suspended the whole trade and 
hiuinesa of onr coautry, lessened the value of our property, de-, 

> 
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etroyed many of tlie pursuits of life, and has involved tlie SontB in 
irretrievable bankrup'cy «a I ruin. 

What has it done for Tennessee ! It has formed odiou) and un- 
constitutional military leagues, passed military bills, and inaugurated 
ft system of oppTwsive,ta:(aJ;LonvWi_thout consulting the people, and 
then, in mockery wf a.;fc<je"-^teotion, has required them by their 
Yotoa tn sanction. itsnsiirpVtifin.'itt the point of the bayonet under 
the penalty oF, imj^rison^'Ont'-add^flesth. It has offered a premium 
for crime, in ordering tW disciiftcge of culprits from prison, on con- 
dition that they'-wSuSd.'enter :he rebel army, and in recommending 
the Judges to h'tfldriio.-eojij^iis for the trial of offenders. It haa stained 
our statute book with the repudiation of honest Northern debts, and 
has palpably violated the Constitution, by attempting through its un- 
lawful extensions, to do away with the right of suffrage- It has pass- 
ed laws making it treason to say or do anything in favor of the Gov- 
vernment of the United States, or against the so-called Confederate 
States. It has prostrated and ove.Tthroin'n the freedom of speech and 
of the prjsi ; it has involved the whole South in a war whose suc- 
cess is now proven to be utterly -iiopeless, and which, ere another 
year roll round, must lend, to the ruin of the common people. Its 
bigoted, murderous and intolerant spirit has subjected the people of 
Tennessee to many griejiacGes. Our people have been arrested and 
imprisoned; our housea-Biive been rudely entered and shamefully 
pillaged; our fate il red' have been subjected to insults; our women 
and children have teen tied up and scourged, or shot by a ruffian 
soldiery; our'Wi^ns have been pillaged ; our citizens have been rob- 
bed of theb -)h3rse9, mule^, grain and meat, and many of them as- 
8 ass in ft e^> all murdered. 

liuijSrftds, yes, thousiinds of our young men, middle-aged and old 
meD.'-bave been driven from oar State, and compelled to enter the 
Federltl army, in strange regiments, and their bones now lie bleach- 
ing upon the many battle-fields of the South and West, and all this 
because our people were true to the traditions of their fathers, and 
refused to worship rebel gods. And to the honor of the people be 
it known, that more regiments to-day swell the number of the armies 
of the Union than there are living traitors in the ranks of the 
enemy. 

In this once prond capital of the "Volunteer State," there have 
been thousands of Union refugees, men, women and children, bro- 
ken-hearted, naked and starving ; a great many are here still. Thej 
have fled from the wicked and murderous guerrillas, after being rob- 
bed of everything they posses ^ed. They have lived in camps ortenta, 
by fires in the open woods, have dragged out a, miserable existence 
for a time, and died among strangers. Hundreds have suffered from 
actual want of necessary food, shelter and clothing, while many resi- 
dences in ^his rebellioui city have been occupied by the families of 
those who were fighting against their country, or, being citizen rebeU 
and h<yme tratiora, have fled within the rebel lines. These families 
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have remained here protected, and hare wielded an over-rnling so- 
cial influunce. Many of them are wealthy, and liye in ease and com- 
fort. They have busied themselves in giving information to the ene- 
my, in carrying delicacies to rebel prisoners who have been confined 
here for their crimes and treason. And it is stated upon nndonbted 
anthot-ity, and the fact is notorious in this capital, that the disloyal 
families never contributed in the slightest degree to the relief of the 
poor and distressed women an'l children, or disabled soldiers thrown 
upon this population by the optritions of the war. I state these 
fact', which mny have the appearance of a personal and local char- 
acter, that you may know how to shape your course when personal 
and local legislation ia called for. 

I have the honor to submit to the General Assembly of the State 
of Tennessee, a copy of a joint resolution of Congress, passed by a 
TOte of two-thirds of each house, entitled "A resolution submitting 
to the Legislatures of the several States a proposition to amend the 
Constitution of the United States." which is in the following words ; 

'^Regohed, by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States, in Congress assembled (two-thirds of both houses con- 
curring therein). That the following article be proposed to the Leg- 
islatures of the several States as an amendment; to the Constitution 
of the United States, which when ratified by the Legislatnres of 
three-fourths of said States, shall be valid to all intents and pur- 
poses, as a part of said Constitution, namely : 

"ARTICLE XIII. 

"Section 1. Neither slavery nor involuntary servitude, except as 
a punishment for crime, whereof the party shall have been duly con- 
victed, shall exist wiUiin the United States, or any place subject to 
their jurisdiction. 

"Sec. "i. Congress shall have power to enforce this article by ap- 
propriate legislation. 

'■Approved, February 1, 1858." 

The slavery question hero cornea up in a form hitherto not dts- 
cussdd in our polities. It is not a question as to the right of Con- 
gress to exclude slavery from the Territories, to legistato upon the 
matter themselves, nor does it involve the discussion of any doubtful 
powers, bat is the simple proposition to amend the Constitution of 
tbe United States in the manner prescribed by that sacred instro- 
ment, so ae to strike down the monster institution which has embroil- 
ed the Government for half a century, and culminated in the most 
wicked, uncalled for and bloody war known to the history of the civ- 
ilised world. 

Slavery, secured to the'people of the South more permanently by 
the Constitution of the United States, and the laws enacted in pur- 
suance thereof, than any apeuies of property claimed by them — not 
even excepting their lands — will now perish by the war it brought 
aboat to enlarge its power and perpetuate its existenca. Let m do 
our part in this great work by ratifying the action of Congn-te, and

oarrying out the wishes of onr people. AfWr the ratification hy the 
people of otir State of our Amended State Constitotion, embracing 
the Bame proposition, and after your election to the General Assem- 
bly on this platform, and by the same people, I have not considered 
an elaborate argument in favor of the proposition submitted by Con- 
gresB at all necessary. I may be alloved to say, however, that to 
prohibit slavery in a State requires a change in the State Constitu- 
tion. Pregnant as we find slavery to be of all sorts of political 
mischief, it is not to be got rid of, under the Constitution, in any 
other than a constitntional manner. And, while the sooner this can 
be done the better, it does not appear in wbat part of the Constitu- 
tion of the United States the power of regulating it at all, in times 
of peace, is to be found. Fortunately for the future happiness of the 
country, the Constitution has provided a way in which the people 
can remedy the evil, without any questionable exercise of power, 
and that is by amending the Constitution, just as Congress has pro- 
posed. 

Slavery was so far made the subject of constitutional cognisance, 
by the people of the United States, when they adopted the Articles 
of Confederation, that it fouod a place in the compromises of that 
instrument, both in fixing the ratio of representation and the appor- 
tionment of direct taxes; and also in requiring the people of a fre« 
State to surrender so much of this "sovereignty" as not to have the 
right to protect the slave that sought refuge from bondage— it would 
seem too late in the day to question the right of the people to adopt 
amendments to that instrument, in regard to this or other subjects 
embraced in its provisions. It becomes us, therefore, to approach 
thiu subject with an enlightened Btatesmanslup, and with a degree of 
moral courage that is not afraid to do right, appealing to the ulti- 
mate judgment of mankind to vindicate our action. 

It is in this way, and in no other, that a uniform rule can be pro- 
vided, and an end put thereby, in all time to come, to a possibility 
of reviving that which has been the fatal cause of all the mischief 
in the country. To insist upon excluding slavery from a State by 
amending her Constitution, before recognizing her again as within 
the pale of the Union, would look awkward, and fall below the dig- 
nity of political sagacity. Our &(ate has shown her band, and 
placed herself aqnare upon the record ; and I flatter myself that her 
representatives here assembled are ready for a measure which shall 
forever exclude slavery from the United States. 

Some legislation is necessary for the protection, government and 
control of the emancipated slaves among us. When this war is over 
a portion of Uiose who fought to perpetuate slavery will show the 
emancipated slave no quarter, and especially that class of slaves 
who have been rude and violent toward their former owners. What 
the chara«ter of this legislation should be, I leave the good-sensev 
pmdence and reflection of the members of the General Assembly to 
determine. 
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It 18 certainly proper and right for the Legislatare of Tennessee 
to determine to what extent this State shall be OTernin with the 
emancipated slaves of other States. If their presence in any State 
is a blessing they should be distributed ; if an evil, it is but just that 
we should be taxed only with our own share of them. 1 am, myself, 
the advocate of providing for them a separate and appropriate 
amount of territory, and settle them down permanently, as a nation 
of freedmen. lu this case, as in most others, it will probably be 
well to guard against exceptive legislation. The negro has had no 
agency himself in bringing on our troubles, and does not merit un- 
kind' treatmen-t at our hands. 

•Dhe attention of the Legislature is earnestly called to the subject 
of the roving bands of guerrillas, and squids of robbers and mur- 
derers who frequent those counties and portions of counties remote 
from our military forces. Tbe depredations and murders committed 
by them are of such frequent occurrence as to have created a general 
feeling of insecurity among our citizens, causing hundreds to sacri- 
fice their property and abandon their homes and the graves of their 
parents and loved ones, seeking new homes, among strangers in the 
Northwestern States. 

The criminal laws of Tennessee prior to the rebellion were equal 
to the demands of justice and the want? of society, but they are now 
inadequate in both these cases. The corruptions of the rebellion 
have exhibited themselves in every quarter, and the effects of the 
same have been to demoralize all clasies of society, more or less, 
calling for more stringent enactments, so as to meet the numerous 
cases arising in oar country. I advise that horse-stealing, house- 
breaking and highway robberies be punished with death. Let the 
proof in ali such cases be clear and unquestionable, and then let the 
offenders be hung, even for the first offense. This character of a 
law will close out all these acts of perfidity which now render life 
and property insecure, more or less in all counties of the State; and 
when the necessary reform is had, a future Legislature can repeal or 
amend the statute. Such a taw may look toothers like a bloody act, 
hut it can never affect injuriously an honest man or a law-abiding 
citizen. And you, gentlemen, should feel no concern for the oppo- 
site class of men hut to punish and reform them. 

The attention of the Legislature ia especially directed to the milt- 
tia laws of the State. The occurrences of the past four years have 
disclosed the fact that our militia laws, as they now are, are very 
imperfect, and need further amendments to make them effective. 
The State arms were carried into the rebellion, through the influence 
of the bad men in authority four years ago, and Uiroughout the 
length and breadth of the State she has not arms enough to arm a 
captain's company. This deficiency should be provided for at once. 
I have no doubt that the Federal Government, upon a fair presen- 
tation of the case, would come to our relief with a liberal hand 

If, in the wisdoEO of the Legislature, an efficient military force, 
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orer and above what is provMed for in genernl terms, should be 
placed at the disposal of the Executive, I suggest an approprisitioD 
for militury csntingent expensea. In sny rate, the Legislature 
would do well to pass an act providing for a Military Coittingeut 
Fu.id, of a modirace character, confidipg it under the control of tbe 
Executive, und making it his duty to report to the Legislature at 
each session. fShouM tliere be no use for the fund, thu Executive 
will, of course, muke no drufts upon it, and it will be his pleusure to 
report that the money belonging to the Military Contingent Fund 
remains in the State Trensury unexpended. 

I am aware that a proposition to increase the salaries of public 
officers in the Stute will meet with opposition — that it is not a pop- 
ular measure, and thnt demagogues will use tvich a vote upon the 
stump against members voting for an increase. , Acting alone from a 
sense of duty, and desiring to see justice done to those patriotic 
men who are serving the i-tate, I suggest an increase in the pay of 
all civil o6:oc*rs whose compensation is fixed by lavv. Supreme 
Judges should be paid a salary of $'^,^00 ! t^hanceilors and Circuit 
Judges should be allowed §3,000, and the Treasurer, Comp'roller, 
Secretary of State, Attorney General and other officers should b« 
allowed a corresponding increase in their salaries. And I respect- 
fully, but frankly suggest, that tlie pay of members of the General 
Assembly be increased, and the more so as such increase could not 
take effect during your term of office. 

It is folly to tbir'k of a man in public office now supporting his 
family on the salary he received four and five years ago. Board- 
ing, clothing, meats, vegetables — in fact, eveiything has increased 
to twii;e former prices. And yet the wages of the public officers are 
down at the old prices. If any one of the incumbents named is 
worthy of his office he is worthy of a support from that office. liia 
pay should be made equal to his necessary expenses. Tbe State 
cannot reasonably expect a man to devote his individuai time and 
his whole energies and talents to an office, when the suhiry ,of such 
office will not defr-iy the necessary expanses of his family. Gentle- 
men capable of filling such offices are capable of supporting them- 
selves in other vocations ; and it is obvious that they will be .'breed 
to turn their attention to other pursuits in order to gain « livelihood. 
The increase of such salaries will adil something to .our taxes, but 
the amount will be so small as scarcely to he felt by the people. I 
doubt not they will cheoi fully contribute in this way to aid in sus- 
taining good nnd competent men in important official positions. I 
recommend, therefore that immediate action betaken in this matter. 

The financial condition of the State demands tbe early and^prompt 
attention of this General Assembly. The reports of the Comptrol- 
ler and Treasurer are to the 1st of October, IStil. From that lime 
to the restoration of the capital to the National authority, February 
following, and the flight of the State authorities, the information 
left us is imperfect and insufficiint. Tbe subsequent operations will 
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appear from the current report of the Cnmptroller. whose high char 
raoter for integrity ami truth commend him to your confidence. The 
balance in the Treasury on the let ol October, 1861, according to 
the Treasurer's Report, was $185,496 69. Besidea, warrants for 
payment remain in the Treasury for $60,401 Oi. Warrants for 
payment out of the Treasury had been issueil but not presented for 
T145,4I7 12 How far the figures were modified by the operations 
of ihe next four months and a half, to the middle of February, 
1S62, I have no informntion Except the military expenses, it is 
presumed that the balance waa not changed, judging from the uni- 
formity apparent in the fiscal opcratirins of the preceding fouryears. 
Since that time Middle and West Tennessee have been generally 
within the Federal lines, and East Tennessee since the first of Sep- 
tember, 1863. Governor Johnson has occupied the Capitol, and ex- 
ercised gubernatorial jurisdiction over those portions of the State 
held by Federal authority. Governor ILirris, who adhered to the 
rebel cause, is very generally understood to have collected revenue 
in the coiinttes within their military lines. The Comptroller wdi be 
found to have given in his report the financial history of Governor 
Johnson's administration. This report is respectfully aubraitted for 
your careful consideration, and the recommeniJations of that officer 
are approved by mc. What monies were collected by Governor 
Harris and his subordinates, I am unable to state, nor am I prepared 
to say that it is important for you to inquire. It will be a matter 
for your consideration whether the arrearage of taxes for the past 
four years shall be collected in whole or in part. The principal, if 
nut the current liabilities during that period, are the Interest on the 
State debt. The usual payments to common schools and academies, 
atid to several charitable institutions of the State, were not made. 
The constqueoces of the failure would not be atoned for by reach- 
ing them now. The same is eubstantlally true of various other items 
of ordinary expenditures. 

The State Debt, as reported by the Comptroller, in October, 1861,, 
is said to be $6,896,606 66, and this demands your attention. — 
This Includes 3,0u0,000 of e ght per cent, bonds for the "defenca 
of the State," which has recently been discarded by the people at 
the ballot-box. This unauthorised and most unjust indebtedness, 
repu^iated, leaves the indebtedness of the Slate properly, $3,896;- 
606 06, at an annual Interest of 8212,388 25. The interest i-< pre- 
sumed to have been paid on the first of January, 1861. It is not 
known how much has since been paid. If any. The bonds will show, 
cither by the endorsements or the absence of the coupons. Besidea 
this debt, the State has bonds for Internal improvement purposes, 
and has endorsed the bonds of railioad companies to the amount of 
$16,211,000 00. For these the State is ultimately hable upon the 
failure of the companies. These bonds it is believed the State will 
have to provide for, to preserve its credit, making an aggregate in- 
debtedness of $20,005,606 66, and the annual iQtere:-.t $1,185,- 
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048 25. Of thia debt proper, $66,666 66 matured in 1861; 
$61,250 in 1862 ; $177,750 ia 1863; and ?58,500 in 1864— in all, 
$366,166 66, at once to be provided for. The Comptroller stales 
that the bonds maturing in 1861 were "taken possession of and held 
bv the State, subject to adjustment at the end of the var-" Besides 
tfiese, the Btate held bonde, mostlj her own, as follows: The Spen- 
cer T. Hunt Fund, 6 ; The Railroad Sinking Fund, 161 ; deposited 
by the free banks, S41 ; deposited b^ foreign insurance companies, 
80 ; and in all 588 bonds. These bonds, held in trust, were carried 
away, it is belicTed, with the valuables of the State Treasury, by 
the State officers, who ingloriously fled on the approach of the Na- 
tional flag. Double paymrat can probably be avoided. Evidence 
must be in existence by whidt they can be identified. The notorious 
condition of our State affairs has been sufficient to put dealers upon 
their guard. So that if any of the bonds have been frattdulently 
sold, payment to the present holders may be justly stopped. Furth- 
ermore, it will be well to consider bow far it is your duty as agents 
of the State, not only not to pay the bonds held by those who have 
been actively engaged in the rebellion to overthrow the Government, 
whether held by them or parties who may seek to conceal them for 
the benefit of the rebels, as they will likely do, I advise that yon 
a<]opt measures to prevent their payment. The bonds can in no 
event compensate for the loss the disloyal holders nave occasioned 
the State. The justice of holding them responsibie in this way, iA 
is believed, cannot be snceessfully controverted. 

The arrearage of interest, amountiiig to nearly twenty-five per 
cent of the principal, is more than the people can easily pay at sight, 
with the other burdens, pnblic and private, thrown upon them by tb© 
war. It will be necessary, therefore, to anticipate the means, so as, 
M the same time, to preserve the State credit by satisfjing the cred- 
itors, and to preserve the people from oppressive taxation. 

The recent amendment to the State Constitution abolishing b1:i- 
very will require some changes in the revenue laws. The item of 
slaves will no longer appear in the list of taxablee. The census of 
1860 shows there were in the State about 275,(100. The assessors' 
returns show that 130,425 were reported for taxation. Their ave- 
rage value had steidily increased from $413 72 in 1846, to $886 40>. 
It is a significant fact that the next year, the first of the war, the 
average fell to $769 36, taxes being at the low rate of seven cents upon 
the one hundred dollars to which our State taxation was reduced in 
1860, the slaves averaging a little the rise of sixty two cents each, 
amounting to $80,000 in Uie aggregite. The slaves held no pro- 
perty. Being emancipated, they will now he subji'cted to a poll tax. 
Many of them will soon acquire taxable property far beyond their 
personal value as slaves. 

As soon as this war ceases, there is every rearon to expect a 
large accession to our population. Thousands of sensible and prac- 
tical men have been here, connected with the army, and have look- 
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ed vitli aBtonishmeiit and delight at our prodnctive bo3, cbarming 
climate and jpeat advantages of agricultnre. They have eeea that 
& farm hand in a Northern Stat& is ordinarily worth from thirty to 
fifty dollars a montb — that is to say, he earns that mnch, or say 
$600 per annum. In our State a good farm hand can make five 
bales of cotton, of five hundred poands each, which would make the- 
profits of his labor worth $2,000 per annnm, against (600 in a- 
Korthem State — a better and more certain bHsiness than going tO' 
California or any of the gold regions. Therefore it is, the value of 
land with as will be proportionately increased. If the tax of sevev 
c«nts on the one hundred dollars, to which om- burdens had been re- 
dnced in 1860, shall be increased'to' a reasonable extent, it is believ- 
ed sufficient revenue wilt Be realized in the next three years, over 
and above t&e ordinary cxpenditores, to meet the arrears ef interest' 
on the debt, to pay the enm now due, and the further sum «' ■■• - 
245 000, falling due in 1868. 

It is further'suggested that the list of taxable property n 
inoreased without being oppressive. By the returns of 186< 
pears that all "other property" subject to taxation, hesid 
■ amounted in value to but $24,362,151 — less than one half the i 
value of the town lots. Before the war our financial resourc 
so ample, compared with the limited demands upon them, tha 
necessary to tax but a few of the principal articles of pi 
Our affairs are now quite changed, and every interest should 1 
to bear its proper burdens. 

The common school system will, in this connection, demai 
attention. The fund appropriated for this pnrpose has been 
dered by the bad men and dishonest functionaries, who fled 
approach of the old flag.

In this connection your attention is called to an act of C

The currency and the Banks are nearly allied to Finani 
are in such a demoralized condition as to demand prompt act 
moat positive legislation. 'J he State owes it to herself to lo 
the condition of the three old banks, the bank of Tenness 
Union and the Planters' Banks, each having its parent 1 
Nashville, with afiiliated branches extending over the Sta 
several stock bank?, and the free baaks. With perhaps oni 
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exceptions, it is believed they are all hopelessly iasolvent. All hav'e 
beyond doubt violated their charters, and may properly be closed up. 
Nay, where they have value received for their DOtea, and are worth 
it, ihey should he made to redeem their issues. The policy forme*! 
by these banks, even bet'ore the war, was to keep their paper i^t 
lower quotations than that of any of the surroundinf; States. Even 
at home it was at a discount, and in some of the neighboring States 
it was oncurrent. This imposed upon our commerce the paytnpnt of 
large sums of premiums upon all remittances beyond the State, 
which, in the end, came off the people. Such a currency could on'y 
result from uusound financial principles, for the balance of trade 
with raoat of tbo surrounding State;', was decidedly in our favor. 
It is therefore recommeuded that all existing banks be wound up 
at imce, Jtnd th^t no more State banks bo chartered. Thn seven*! 
hundred thousand in real estate owned by the State bank should 
be cashed without delay. The stock was owned by 'he State, nnd 
it held large di-posits of currency and securities. Aa the Union 
array advanced to the possession and occupation of the town'i where 
the branches were located, the officers fled with the Hsset^ beyond 
the limits of the State, and they arc now douMless irretrievably 
(;one. In the outset of the rebellion, this bank was used by iha 
guilty conspiriitora, and large issnes were mnde to further their 
schemes of treason. It has been determined by the people that 
these issues shall not be paid. 

There are many notes outstanding of the bank, issued after the 
date specified in yowr amended Constitution, and intended alone for 
the benefit of the rebellion. Shall they be redeemed by a tax im- 
posed upon the people ? I know of no legal or moral obligation to 
redeem those notes, even if tliey occupied such an attitude that 
euch an obligation could be enforced It is known that when bank 
notes become nncurrent they are sold by the small holders, who are 
not in a condition to hold such paper, and bought up byspeca.atora, 

Senerally at their own figures. In this way they accumulate in the 
ands of a few. often at prices almost nominal. The notes of the 
Bank of Tennessee it is believed, are held in this way and by this 
class of dealers. Having lost the principal of this banking capital, 
and having sold these issues in small quantities, at a heavy dis- 
count, shall our people be taxed to make thfse issues good in the 
hands of speculators? I confess i can see no equity in it. Bouht- 
leus instances will occur of individual liardship, and others will be 
pressed upon your attention, not si) much by the parties them- 
selves aa hy others interested in the adoption of a general policy, 
based upon these existing cases. 1 here remain to the hank large 
assets, uncollected debts, and the present liabilities of the faithless 
officers. Suits are understood to be pending against many of 
these officers of branches. The others should be held to their re- 
sponsibilities. I content myself with those general suggestions, 
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trusting in your wisdom, if yon deem them practicable, to arrange 
the details. 

The Uational Banking system is believed on many accounts to be 
preTerable. This would give us a circulation current ail over the 
couutry, Jind subject our banliing to more correct principles of fin'ince. 
Other States are itdopcing the National Binking System, uud I re- 
commend tho same to the Legiahture of Tennessee. Suuh an insti- 
tution could be used profitably .iri the fiscivl iigent of the State, aud 
if you can secure the means, one in each of the other grand divisions 
of the State would work to advantage. 

Tlie qualiScalion cf voters, and other limitations of the elective 
franchise, have been entrusted to you by the people. This delicate 
re-ponaibility will devolve upon you a heavy task, and merits your 
■whole iitiention. That there thould b^ some additional limitations 
prcscr'bed f;w will deny. Many persons in the State, by every act 
of which they were capable have disfranchised themselves. Probi- 
Wy they neither expected or desired the privilege of again voting, 
and would not exercise it if granted them. Many othtrs have com- 
mitted acts deserving disfranchisement, who neverthtle.-s will resist 
it, and strive for every civil right they enjoyed before the war, and 
before their treason ha 1 involved the State in so much suffering. 
While I would not recommend you to give way to the impulse of ven- 
geance any more than to the app-^ala of sympathy and pity, 1 would 
urg you to guard the ballot box faithfully and effectually against 
the approach of treason, no matter in what character it may come. 
The loyal people of the State, who sent, you here, expect you to act 
decisively in tiie matter, and have no child's play in deiermininjr the 
qualification of voters. The subject has been considered by several 
of our sister Staten, whose reform was not any more lomtly called 
for than with us. It is .^uite probable that this action and its effects 
may assist you in deciding what to accept and what to avoid. 

As you are aware, upon the approach of the national forces and 
their occupation of our country, the Government took posseaaion of 
our railroads, in most of which the State is a large sto kholder. The 
State is deeply interested in her internal improvements, as she has 
endorsed bond.'t at the rate of ten thousand dollars per mile, for nearly 
all the railroads in Tennessee. And as most of these bonds are held 
by guardians, for the benefit in many instances of minors and wid- 
ows, 1 think it nothing more than simple ju3>ice to pay them the 
intf rest already due them. 

The Nashville and Chattanooga Railroad was taken possession of 
by the Federal authorities on the 7th of March, 1862. and has been 
held and used ever since, and, regarded as a military necessity, it 
was proper and right. Presuming the Government to have kept the 
account strictly, she is now about ready to make a settltment. My 
information is that certain officers ot the company visited Wsshing- 
tun on two different occasions for the purpose of obtaining a settle- 
ment with the Quartermaster GcDcrul. They failed ia their efforts, 
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thoQgh the Freident of the United States, who was present on both 
occasions, expressed his views verbsll; as faToring the payment 
of the Oompaay for the nse of the road. Ton shonld now call upon 
the proper anthorities at Washington for payment to this and other 
eompanies, reqnlriDg the moDey receired to be applied to the pay- 
ment of interest on their bonds. The amount endorsed hy tie State 
}br the Masbrille aitd Chattanooga Kailroad Company is $1,585,000, 
Vid the iaterest accmed thereon is now nearly 9^00,000. It is be^ 
lieved thatnpon a just settlement the Gorernment will owe the Com- 
pany largely over that amount. This Toad cost the Company 
$3,846,900, including its equipments and depots. 

The other roads in the State are similarly situated, and' demanij 
Tonr attention. Those officers of roads, and stockholders who ffitd' 
south, carrying with them the rolling stock and fands, should be 
held to a strict ac<tountability, and their property and stock shoahj' 
He made, in part, to atone for these losses to the State and count y. 
The case of the East Tennessee and Georgia Railroad and its fitith- 
lesa President, requires onr special attention. 

It is believed the time has now come for the companies again tO' 
use their roads — for the Government, if need be, under even' a Mili- 
tary Superintendent — thereby effecting a vast saving to the Govero'- 
men''', asking only the same pay for freights and passengers they are 
now paying to the Louisville and NasbviliR Railroad Company. As 
this war is far the benefit of the whole nation, it is not believed that 
the General Government intends that Tennessee shall pay more than 
feerjust proportion of the war debt. ' 

Tour attention is called to the fact that the Louisvil'e and Nash- 
TiUe Railroad Company is running a portion of that road in this 
State, say about sixty miles, with another branch from Bowling 
Green to Clarksvilte, and for all that pTtion of road in our BtatJ, 
the Government pays the Kentucky Company, as if the road were 
in any other loyal State. The informatioa I have is to the effect 
that the Kentucky Company treats with indifference the claims of 
Tennessee upon that road. It is your duty to let that Company 
know, in decided, but respectful terms, what your rights are, and 
that yon dare assert and maintain them. 

The duty devolves upon you, at this session, of electing two Sen- 
ators to the Congress of the United States, and of re- districting the 
State,, so as, without delay, to> provide for the election of eight Rep- 
resentfttives to the next Congresa, It is with profound regret that 
1 have- observed several Republican journals, and some leading poli- 
ticians, of ability and influence, are opposed to the admission of Sen- 
ators and Representatives from Tennessee. They take the ground 
that the State should be trented as a territory, and continued under 
military government, subject to the arbitrary orders of military rule. 
If their dangerous and revolutionary doctrine is adhered to by any 
coniiderablo prrtion of Senators and Representatives in Congress, I 
shall, for one, dread the consequence?. iVJy confidence in thewis- 
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dom aod patriotiBm of Senntora &nd Repreaestatives, leads me to 
believe they will discud, indigoantlj, auj Bucb proposition. Tho 
lo^al people of Tennesaee liave resolved through the ballot-box to 
rale themselves under the Federal flag ; taking the ground that the 
State has never been out of the Union, and boldly denying thut the 
oDcoostitutioaal and treofioaable acts of those in rebellion «ver car- 
ried them out of die Union. Besides, the inauguration of the Vice 
FresideDt from this State, and the withdi-avral of a Military Gover- 
nor, to give place to civil authority, fix the status of Tennessee in 
the estimation of the Fedwal authorities proper. And to your good 
sense and unyielding firmness I submit this grave question, not 
doubting that your action will be correct. 

your attention is called to the condition of aflfairs in the State 
Priscm, full and specific details of which are given in the report of 
the officer who is in charge of that institution. I have every confi- 
dence that the Legislature will look into the wants of the institution, 
aad do for it what, in the judgment of members, may seem proper. 
Meanwhile, I suggest the establishment of branches of the Peniten- 
tiary in the Western District, and in East Tennessee. The cost of 
building on a moderate scale, would be saved to the State, in fifteen 
or twenty years, in the single item of a cash market in each end of 
the State, for provisions to sustain, and raw material to keep the 
convicts employed in manufacturing — such as lumber, marble, iron, 
coal, leather, &c. The erection of buildings would furnish employ- 
ment and cash wages to a number of mechanics ; and, as there are 
several salaried officers attached to such an institution, it would dis- 
tribute the patronage of the State in her three natural divisions. If 
this be not done, an enlargement of the State Prison will be required. 
The demoralized oondition of both oar white and colored popolaticm, 
will cause scores to be sent to the Penitentiary, as our courts gointo 
(^eration. 

The Tennessee Hospital for the Insane, one of the charitable in- 
stitutions of the State, located in this vicinity, deserTes your atten- 
tion, and your aid. The prosperity and success of that noble State 
obarity were all that its friends and the friends of humanity conld 
desire at the breaking oat of this wicked rebellion ; but the Institu- 
tion has struggled hard to keep abore the waves of oblivion for four 
years past. It kept its deposits in the Bank of Tennessee, and my 
information is, that when the faithless officers of the bank fied, on 
the approach of the national flag, they carried with them some 
930,000 belonging to the Institution. For the details in regard to 
its past operations and present necessities I refer you to the report 
of the Superintendent and Chief Surgeon, a faithful and intelligent 
citizen. 

The Tenaeesee Blind School, a State institstjon in this city, haa 
been utterly destroyed by the Federal forces, and the unfortunate 
pupils, some forty in number, are distributed among their friends 
ana the friends of humanity. It was not a military necessit; Uut 
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called for ihe deHtrnction of the Institution, but it waa the work of 
recklessness, and if this General Assembly will present the subject 
to the Government at Washington in this light, it ia believed that 
proper steps will be taken to restore this noble cbarity. The hopes 
of those pupils at best are blasted, and their cup of bitterness ia full, 
when we have done all that lies in our power. We look out upon 
the world and we kn<iw it by its visible beauty ; we know our wives 
by their affectionate looks, our children by their smiles and features, 
our neighbors by their faces and manner of address; but these, and 
all other ciirthly things, are to these blind people shrouded in dark- 
ness, and friends, children, and the world, are lost to them forever. 

The Tennessee Deaf and Dumb School, located at Knoxville, 
meriEs your attention, as it is one of the charitable institutions of the 
State. The exciting events which are daily transpiring in the coan- 
try, should not induce us to lose sight of those whose misfortunes so 
strongly appeal to us for aid and comfort. The buildings and grounds, 
erected and purchased at a heavy expense by the State are now used 
for hospital purposes by oar army. Of the fourteen Trustees, nine 
of them went into the rebellion, and most of them fled South. An 
equal proportion of the officers and teachers of the school proved to 
be rebels. An early organization of the Institution upon a loyal 
basis is oiled for, and it is hoped will attract your attention. 

The East Tennessee University, located at Knoxville, is a time 
honored Institution, and was chartered and endowed by the ftate, in 
1807. It hna been almost destroyed by the Federal Army. The 
library, furniture and fixtures are hopelessly destroyed. The main 
buildings arc standing, and it is but just to ttie educational interests 
of the most loyal portion of the State, that the Government ahouIJ 
place thftC Institution on as good a fooling as it found it. A majo- 
rity of the Board of Trustees turned out to be rebels, and their 
places should be filled with loyal men. 

There are doubtless other Institutions in the State, which deserve 
the attention of this General Assembly, but I am not informed as to 
their situations. The members representing all the counties will be 
able to look after their iutereats, and should feel that the duty de- 
volves upon them- 

llaving thus fully placed before you the information requisite to 
enable you to juilge of the condition of the State, the evils which 
environ us, and the measures of legislation needed for averting them, 
and riddng ourselves of them, it remains for me but to invoke your 
attention to the consideration of those me ins by which, above all 
others we may hope to restore order and prosperity to our country. 
And if one be more prominent than another, it is the necessity for , 
earnest and cordial co-operation between the State and Federal 
Government. To you, especially, as Senators and Representatives, j 
do the loyal people of Tennessee look for encouragement and coun- | 
■el. And to your action in the halls of legislation will all eyes bs I 
turned — not only in Tennessee, but in other States — for examplea 
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of wbat is befitting loyal men, I feel full confidenf^e that 70a wiFI 
prove yourselvea eqnal to the emergency, and meet expectations 
both at home and abroad. I feel assured, that being united in a 
common and holy cause, you will rise above all aelfiah considerations, 
and bowing submissively to the Divine Will, you will unite with all 
good men in reverently invoking the blessings of our Heavenly 
Father upon all we say and do, while in the service of the State. 

It is, perhaps, proper for me to state, that aince writing thin Mes- 
sage, important facta have come to my knowledge, and upon urques- 
tionable authority, relating to the u^e of a portion of the funds of the 
Bank of Tennessee, that may require me to send you, at no distant 
daj, a special message. The interests of the State, and the Just 
rights of the people, should be sacredly and vigilantly guarded, no 
matter who suffers ruin and disgrace.

over to the Coanty Treasurer, as provided by said

■Whereas, the Railroad Company failed to carry out 
the provisions of said Act, as specified therein, the 
courts of said County did then proceed to loan said 
fund, which was done, taking notes with approved 
Becnrity ; and 

Wbekeae, said fund is still lying in said condition, 
and likely to be lost, or a portion of it; therefore — 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the

foregoing preamble, collected under the Act aa set 
forth, may be changed from the Railroad Fund into a 
Coanty Fund, for the us^ and benefit of Blount Coun- 
ty, and to be under the control and management of 
the County Court of Blount County as a general 
County Fnnd.

8ec. 1. Be U enacted by the General Assetubly of the 
State of leimeaaee. That Joseph VauU, Wm. T. Berry, 
Samuel J. Carter, Joseph B. Knowles, Samuel "Wat- 
kins, John M. Hill, James A. McAllister, or any three 
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of them, be, and are hereby, authorized to open aab- 
scriptions in Nashville, for the capital etock of said 
OompaDy, on Monday, the 2&th day of June next, and 
keep them open every day between the honre of 10 
A. M. and 4 p. a., until Satarday, 4 o'clock p. M., the 
30th day of the same month : Frovided, The preaeut 
Btookholdere in Baid Company ebetl have the nght to 
aubecribe for stock not exceeding the amount now- 
held by them in eaid Company ; and the eubscribera 
to the Btock of the Company, and their BuccesBors, 
shall be, and they are hereby, declared to be a body 
politic and incorporate, by the name and style of the

WeBRBAa, The death of Abraham Lincoln, Presi- 
dent of the United States, in the fuU vigor of his 
physical and mental faculties, by the hand of an 
assassin, is a bereavement that extends to all parts of 
the nation ; and particularly does it afiect the people 
of those States who have, for years, been snffenng 
from the weight of military role, made necessary by 
the rebellion, and who were endeavoring to restore 
their political relationship to the Qovemment o£ the 
United States. 

Whhbeab, In his death the nation mourns the losa 
of one of her moat gifted and worthy sons — ^the high- 
est officer — t^e President — and slain because he was 
the President of the United States. It is right and 
proper that the General Assembly of the State of 
Tennessee should express, as sncb, in an appropriate 
manner, its sorrow at his death ; its condemnation of 
the assassin, who committed, and the men who plotted, 
the hellish deed ; its appreciation of the high intellec-

The measores proposed were as 
nothing, unless they were calculated to accomplish 
the end so earnestly desired. His recommendations 
were always directed towards its maintenance, and 
were uniformly enforced with a &cility and aptness 
of illustration which seemed inexhaustible. 

Wheebas, Abraham Lincoln's originality of man- 
ners, his humor, wit, sarcasm and wondrous powers 
of ridicule, were weapons piuiicularly his own, which 
no one else could imitate.
